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There are some instructive lessons on the 
subject of hard times prices to be found in 
the bulletin of the Bureau of Statistics, show- 
ing principal domestic exports for the 
month of May, 1894. It shows that the value 
of the breadstuffs exported for the eleven 
months ending May 31, 1894, was $153,- 

2509, while the figures for the eleven 


months ending May 31, 1898, were $179.- 
473,891, thus showing an actual fall- 
ne of of $25,566,382. This would 

a showing if one failed to 


take into account the low prices as comparéd 
with a year ago. A fu r examination of 
the table shows that in many things there was 
adecided and gratifying increase. Thus it 
will be seen that for the eleven months end- 
ing May 31 of this year ‘there was an actual 
increase in the exports as compared with 
the Sao ae period of last year of 
4,178,931 bushels of barley, 20,586,855 
bushels of corn, 14,312 barrels of cornmeal, 
4,011,974 bushels of oats, 3,938,045 pounds 
of oatmeal, and 225,082 barrels of flour. The 
actual decrease in bulk was 24,973,174 
bushels of wheat and 1,047 bushels of rye. 
But the unfavorable showing is chiefly in the 
matter of values, Thus, although there was 
an increase of 225,082 barrels of flour, there 
was an actual decrease in values of $5,113,- 
O76, or about one-fifth of the total falling off. 
So, too, in the case of cornmeal, which shows 
an increased export of 14,312 bushels, with a 
decrease in val ue of $36,445,

Corn exports jumped from 40,000,000 to 
60,000,000 bushels, an increase of 50. per 
cent, while the value of the corn exported in- 
creased only from $21,000,000 to $28,- 
000,000, or about 33 r cent. In other 
words, while there was a fulling off of $25,- 
000,000 in the value of our: breadstuffs 
exported for the eéleven months as 
compared with the previous period 
of the same length of time there was an 
actual net increase of 3,757,384 bushels of 
grain, besides the mealand flour. The in- 
crease in the export movement of oatnieal is 
especially noticeabie, the figures giving 
8,533,466 pounds, valued at $214,516, for 
1894, against 4,595,421 pounds, valued at

On motion of Mr. Vilas (Dem., Wis.) three 
bills providing one additional Circuit Judge 
each for the Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Judi- 
cial Districts were passed, and then the tariff 
debate was resumed, the pending question be- 
ing Mr. Peffer’s amendment to restore 50 
per cent of the duty on raw wools. 


Sherman.Attacks Free Wool. 


Mr. Sherman was -recOgnized and made a 
Vigorous. speech against free wool. The 
question of free wool, he said, vitally affected 
the people of Ohio. He reiterated what he 
had said in a previous speech that free wool 
was the culminating atrocity of this bill. He 
appealed to the Democrats to put aside poli- 
tics and withhold this destructive blow to this 
great industry. It.was certain, he said, that 
the United States could’ not compete in the 
production of wool with Australia, the Argen- 
tine Republic, and other countries where 
sheep raising was the principal industry, Un- 
less gome government aid was given the 
farrmners of the United States must abandon 
the field, 

Mr. Dubois (Rep., Idaho) followed Mr. 
Sherman. 

Senator Dabois of Idaho made a strong 
protest against placing wool on the free list 
as disastrous to the great sheep-raising indus- 
try of his section. If the bill ‘carried out 
logically the demand of the Democratic plat- 
form for free raw materials he would not ask 
a Democratic Senate to make an exception of 
wool, but in passing partially protective du- 
ties on coal, iron, ore, etc., under the sham 


| excuse of revenue, he denounced the discrimi- 


In con- 
clusion he reiterated his appeal to the Hepub- 
lican side to allow the bill to be promptly dis- 
posed of. Bad as existing conditions were the 
present uncertainty and doubt should be set 
at rest.

Hansbrough Denounces the Schedule. 

Mr. Hansbrough (Rep., N. D.) said he op- 
posed the bill on account of its discrimira- 
tions, its sectional inequalities, and its false 
pretenses. It discriminates against the peo- 
ple of the Westin placing wool on the free 
list and it favors the people of other sections 
in giving rice a duty of 9O percent. It levies 
a duty of more than 50 per cent upon sugars 
and places wheat, flour, and many other 
products of the farm on the free list. While 


+ claiming to be in the interest of the extension 


of our markets for agricultural products it 
strikes down the reciprocity clause of the Mc- 
Kinley act, thereby narrowing the American 
farmers’ foreign market by millions of dollars. 
Referring to the grain schedule he said that 
the duty which Canada had been paying in 
order to sell barley in our market was a tax 
upon the Canadian farmer. With wheat- on’ 
the free list the farmers of the Northwest 
country from Manitobatto the further con- 
fines of the Saskatchewan would dump their 
wheat into the markets of Duluth, Minneapo- 
lis, and Chicago, thus creating a larger sur.- 
plus for which the American farmer myst find 
a foreign market. 

Mr. Hansbrough ‘was succeeded by Mr. 
Shoup (Rep., Idaho, who also opposed free 
wool as disastrous to one of the chief indus- 
tries uf his State. Mr. Shoup contended that 
the fall in the price of wool had been world- 
wide for twenty years and thatin the United 
States it ruled higher than elsewhere by the 
amount of duty levied. 


Mitchell and Frye Speak for Protection. 


Mr. Mitchell (Rep., Ore.) said free wéol 
meant absolute destruction to the wool.grow- 
ing industry of Oregon, an industry which 
had grown to be of vast importance to the 
State. 

Mr. Frye declared that Australia could pro- 
dace enough wool to supply the entire con- 
sumption of the United States. Australian 
wool, he said, could be laid down in New 
York for five centsa pound. Yet it was the

The matter was

A. Gano of Cincinnati, representing the 
National Board of Trade, charged that the 
merchants usually take advantage of the rail- 
roads, and honesty on the part of both would 
result in the uselessness of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission as well as of various 
mercantile associations.

Bankers generally agree that the local situ-_ 
ation shows som& improvement so far as the 
employment of money is concerned. Depos- 
itsare decreasing and loans are on the in- 
crease. The deposits are being drawn out by 
the heavier depositors and are presumably’ 
being used in business operaiions. ‘There is 
improvement in the demand from provision 
men, packers, grain men, and stock broker- 
age houses, Even country banks are drawing 
down their deposits, indicating that money is 
either being used in various branches of trade 
throughout the coyntry or is being shifted on 
account of the low interest rates being paid by 
Chicago banks. In any event the movement 
in funds is considered an excellent sign. The 
market for bonds continues to be excellent 
and will be strong until there is a change in 
current interest rates. 

The Financial Chronicle reports $14,319,- 
410 municipal bonds marketed in May, 
against $4,093,969 in May, 18938, and $7.- 
856,860 in May, 1892. May’s total was the 
highest month's total, with one exception, 
since the Chronicle has kept a record of mu- 
nicipal bond sales.

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
said it belongs to the city. It has four or five 
times the area of the present park between 
Michigan boulevard and the tracks, and is 
half as large as Lincoln Park. Under the 
decision of the court the city can put this 
large area to any legitimate purpose, and a 
park is such, but whether the city utilizes it 
for that purpose~or not, its first duty in the 
premises should be to fill it up, and then it 
can find @ use for it afterwards. When the 
locality of the Worid’s Fair was under discus- 
gion many were in favor of utilizing this area, 
arid it was then estimated that it would cost 
two and a half or three millions of dollars to 
fill and properlywto pile and wall it: Now there 
is an opportunity to get two or three million 
cubic yards of clay out of the drainage canal 
where it enters the South Branch. Under the 
contracts the excavators cannot pile this clay 
on canal property, but. are allowed.to take it 


out on the lake in scows 4nd dump it where the 
‘water is fifty feet deep,and this they are 


doing. It is of no use there; on the other 
hand, it is only making more mud to be 
sucked up into the river during storms. It is 
infinitely bettez to utilize this earth for filling 
in the Lake-Front slip, No one can\ auestion 
that. 

There are those who want this stip for 
business property. They would constru3t. 
docks and use it for warehouses, lumber 
yards, and other commercial purposes, and. 
then distribute merchandise by trucks and 
drays all over the First Ward, thus interfering 
with, street cars and the various systems of 
public conveyance and absolutely ruining the 
whole ward west of the strip to the river. 
Others think that in this case the river should 
be closed, though there is ten or twelve times 
the dockage room on the river that there is 
along the Lake-Front pond, and the closing of 
the river would, do hundreds of millions of 
damage. But whether this scheme were car- 
ried out or not, or whether Ald. Madden’s 
scheme for a park were materialized or not,

Last week Congressman Tawney of Minne- 


sota offered an arbitration bill, to apply to 
controversies between railroads doing an 
inter-State business and their employés. The 
bill provides that if a controversy arises either 
party to it may apply to the Circuit Court 
for an order to direct the other party to-ap- 
pear and answer, If the parties consent the 
court hears and determines. 
consent the court is to appoint a Board of 
Arbitration, it to select three of the members 
and the parties one each. The award of 
the board when confirmed by the court ia to 
be its decree, and become conclusive. Ifa 
refusal to comply on the part of the company 
causes a strike itis to be made subject to heavy 
penalties, Butif the company complies and 
the men do notitig declared to be a misde- 
meanor for two or more of the employés or 
for any outsiders to combine or conspire for 
the purpose of causing a strike. 

One of the objections which has been raised 
to compulsory arbitration is that it could not 
be made effective as to both rties—that 
while the employer could be punished for a 


refusal to accept the dward the employé could 


not be compelled to work and render accept- 
able service. This billie an attempt to re- 
move that objection by providing that if the 
men will not accept the wages fixed by the 
arbitcators it shall be a misdemeanor punish- 
able in the United States courts for them ‘or 


‘any heads of railway organizations to com- 


bine to get up a strike. This does not mean 
that the men cannot quit the. service of the 
company, but does mean that they mist not 
pretend to quit and then mob, maim, or mur- 


der others for filling their vacated places,

which would, make strikes unlawful under 
certain circurhstances, that the railway hands 
who would be affected by it are opposed to it,

ders of the: Russian Minister of the 
Interior both” Canton and Hongkong have 
been declared to be unsafe as regards ships 
and passengers couring therefrom on account 
of the: plagae, According to the Russian 
Minister at Pexin the plague has broken out at 
Hongkong among the Chinese population, 
‘brought there from Canton. The mortality 
has been sixty-five deaths, ‘but at present the 
disease has not spread to! any great extent, 
Both ports in question are declared to huve 
contaminated Turkey. In Villayet Sivas 
there were from April to May 442 deaths 
from chotera. Quarantine at Malta against 
Constantinople has been withdrawn. Pagsen- 
gers from there, however, are subject to sani- 
tary supervision dt their houses for'two weeks. 
Cholera has been introduced into Galicia from 
Russia. where it has existed the entire winter, 
there being nymerous cases in the Russian 
villages and on the Galician frontier. The 
United States Consul at Canton says: ** The 
plague mentioned in “my last réport is yet 
making havoc among the natives in Canton 
and in various parts of the country. Mortal- 
ity ranges from 25 to 75 per cent of persons 
attacked,”’ ‘ 


ABDUL AZIZ’S SULDIERS RAIDING. 


New Sultan of Morocce Going to Have a 
; Hard Time to: Rule. 

Tanorer, June 18.—The -troubles antici- 
pated as a result of the denth of Sultan Muley 
Hassan and the proclamation of his younger 
son, Abdul Aziz, as his successor, ‘seems 
likely to be as serious as at first expected. 
The soldiers of Abdul Aziz are raiding the 
villages in the vicinity of their camp and 
thereby causing a bitter feeling a-nong the 
tribesmen of the vicinity. In addition, a French 
courier has been attacked and wounded and 
the mail matter intended for the foreign 
residents in tlig’ interior, which he was carry- 
ing, has been stolen. The British gunboat 
Bramble has arrived. The Governor of Tan- 
gier has issued a decree inviting the Kabyles 
to come armed to the religious festival which 
is to be heid this week. It is said that gen- 
erally the population of the interior of Mo- 
rocco isin favor of the succession of Abdul 
Aziz to the Sultanate. The Sultan left-Rabat 
this afternoon for Fez, accompanied bya 
strong force of troops, 

Maprip, June 13.—A reasury official is 
about to sail from Cadiz a vessel carrying 
troops and artillery for Mazagan to obtain the 
first installment, £5,000,000, of the war in- 
demnity, which Morocco is pledged to pay to 
Spain on account of the Melilla affair. The 
money is nowin the handsof the Basha of 
The newspapers of Madrid blame 
the government for needless delay in collect- 
ing the money.

The 
guests numbered 200 and included Sir Will- 
iam Harcourt,

Sir 
William Harcourt, in a speech in respect to 
the trade of the country, said the volume was 
undiminished, and that it was a marvel 
that the country had so gafely emerged from 
the depression of 1893.
